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ARMED Services ComMITTEE CALLS
FOR CLEAR ACCOUNTABILITY ON NucLEAR WEAPONS SECURITY

Today, the House Armed Services Committee reported out of committee a resolution (H.Res. 534) that expresses
the sense of the House of Representatives concerning the security failures at the Department of Energy. Upon
conclusion of the mark up, committee Chairman Floyd Spenceissued the following statement:

“The House Armed Services Committee has been deeply involved in investigating and legislating fixesto
addressthefundamental breakdownin national security procedureswithin the DOE nuclear weapons complex.
Notwithstanding repeated assurances by Secretary Richardson to the contrary, the recent security failureshave
once again confirmed that the DOE national |aboratory complex and Los Alamos in particular suffer from
serious and unacceptabl e deficienciesin how the nation’s most sensitive nuclear secretsare protected.

“Thisresolution callsfor theindividuals charged with responsibility for policy and management of security
matters at the Department of Energy, the NNSA and Los Alamosto be held accountable for this deplorable
performance. H.Res. 534 also callsupon the newly installed Administrator for Nuclear Security, General John
Gordon, to takeimmediate and aggressive action to improve all policiesand proceduresto safeguard nuclear
weapons material and information withinthe NNSA. Only continued vigilance and aggressive action of this
type can addressthe deep-rooted and bureaucratic problemsthat |ed to thisfundamental breakdown in security
procedures.”
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The committee also considered four bills concerning mattersrelated to the management of the nuclear security
programs of the National Nuclear Security Administration (NNSA). The committee’s action on these bills is
consistent with continued efforts to strengthen the NNSA and enhance and tighten the overall security of the
nuclear weapons complex.

The NNSA was established in the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2000 (Public Law 106-
65). NNSA is a semi-autonomous agency within DOE charged with responsibility for the management of the
Nation’snuclear security programs. The Administrator reportsdirectly to the Secretary of Energy. Thecreation
of the NNSA represents Congress’ most significant legidative action taken in responseto criticismof DOE for lax
security at its weapons laboratories that allowed the People’s Republic of China to steal some of the countries
most sensitive nuclear weapons secrets. These reforms marked the first major DOE reorganization since the
department was established two decades ago.
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
